i The alert was under the direction 
of John L. Horan, local civil de- 
fense director. 

, Yesterday's action marked the 
i0th anniversary of Pearl Harbor, 
Dec. 7, and was a significant mile- 
stone in ' American preparedness, 
according to Civil Defense authori- 
ties. 

In 1041, this nation's air attack 
warning system . consisted of five 
mobile radar sets with a limit of 
detection extending about 130 miles. 
No air attack plan was in operation; 
liaison between 'civil and military 
authorities was nil. Warning time 
between alert and possible attack 
was approximately BO minutes. 

Today, the entire continent is 
ringed by thousands of miles of 
radar and continuous air patrols 
which push U. S. detection around 
the world. All outposts are linked 
directly to civil defense warning 
units funneled to NAWAS warning 
points. 

An approaching attack such as 
was signalled yesterday, would 
trigger a nation-wide aelrt from 
North American Defense Headquar- 
ters over an emergency broadcast 
system of 2,000 .radio stations. v

90 seconds.

Its products 
are distributed through jobbers, de- 
partment stores, mail order firms, 
chain stores and premium houses. 

The firm's new Antioch headquar- 
ters will consist of a combined fac- 
tory, warehouse and office complex 
of some 152,000 square feet with 
four acres of floor space under one 
roof. Immediately west of this will 
be a 25,000 square-foot structure 
served by a spur from the Soo line, 
which will also be constructed. 

The main structure will be of 
modern design incorporating latest 
developments in curtain wall con- 
struction. Walls of aluminum sand- 
wich panel will sheath a frame of 
structural steel. Exterior surface 
will present a pattern of vertical 
panels. Walls of the office portion 
will be of masonry and glass. 

The remainder of the 20-acre site 
bounded by the Soo line, McMillen' 
Road, and the high school property 
on the south, will be devoted to 
hardstand parking area. Future 
expansion plans by the firm will 
extend into this area.

Courthouse Notebook — 

RY LOU DURKIN 

The election of Justices of the Peace on a regional basis next spring 
will drive another nail into the coffin being built for the weakening 
township form of government in Lake County. 

Prior to the Illinois General Assembly's action in set- 
ting up new justice of the peace districts and drafting new 
laws to govern the, activities of the justices, they were 
township officers and served on the Town Board of Audi- 
tors. 

Now the justices are county officers and will be re- 
placed on the town board by three new members elected 
from each township at large to serve four year terms with 
no duties other than okaying the levy and budget pre- 
pared by .the town clerk, township supervisor and asses- 
sor. 

The justice of the peace and constable follow the town- 
ship collector into political limbo at least as far as Lake 
County is concerned. 

Probably the next to go will be the township road com- 
missioner, although the township assessor is giving him 
a close race for this dubious distinction. 

With cities like Waukegan, Zion, North Chicago, Mundelein and others 
pushing out their boundaries and new municipalities springing up where- 
ever residents of an area disagree with county zoning and planning orders, 
the road commissioner's area of responsibility is shrinking fast. 

In a few more years there will be no township roads for the road com- 
missioner to supervise, since they will be city streets or integrated into 
the county highway system. 

The township assessors can feel the hot breath of extinction on their 
necks because many of their prerogatives have been usurped by the county- 
appointed supervisor of assessments. 

With the assessor and road commissioner replaced by county func- 
tionaries it will be a relatively easy task to do away with the township 
clerk because his duties wRl be curtailed to, the point of extinction. 

This leaves the supervisor who will probably hang on as a member 
of the county board, but may have already signed his own death warrant 
there with the establishment of the county finance officer post, a whistle 
stop on the road to a county manager form of government. 

One of the most important of the supervisor's duties was administra- 
tion of relief which we have learned can be handled more inefficiently 
and more expensively by the state and national governments, so, of course, 
this duty will wither away in a few more years. 

The expected demise of township government will make the county 
more important and it behooves the county officials and the county board 
to start thinking and planning ahead to adapt to the new responsibilities 
and authority the county will be undertaking.

Car Care 

To Cold Weather 

Starting - CMC 

The approach of winter weather 
means that many motorists again 
will be faced with car-starting 
problems. 

The Chicago Motor Club points 
out, however, that many of these , 
starting problems can be eliminated | 

1). Don't grind your starter. ; 
Most motorists are unaware that ' 
continuous use of the starter for j 
periods exceeding 30 to 45 seconds 
is detrimental to the battery. The 
best starting procedure is to make 
repeated attempts, allowing for 30 
to 60 second rest periods for the bat- 
tery between tries. After the car 
does start, warm up the motor by 
letting it idle for several minutes. 
Never race a cold motor. 

(2). Avoid constant pumping of 
the accelerator when the starter is 
engaged. This only results in flood- 
ing the engine, causing difficult! 
starting and heavy battery strain, j 
If the engine is flooded, always wait 
several minutes before attempting 
to start your car again. 

3, To keep your gas line from 
freezing, add 8 ounces of grain alco- 
hol or approved commercial equiv- 
alent to every other full tank of 
gasoline. 

4. When standing in traffic, put 
the car in neutral and step on the 
accelerator to keep your battery 
from discharging. This is particu- 
larly important during winter 
months because much of a motor- 
ist's driving is done with lights, 
windshield wipers, defroster, radio, 
and heater functioning simultane- 
ously — all combining to put a severe 
strain on the car battery.

According to L. B. Culver, Univer- 
sity of Illinois extension forester^ 
pines grown in Illinois should bo 
most dependably fresh. Pines are 
easily Identified by their long 
needles. 

mother freshly cut evergreens, such 
as balsam fir, Douglas fir and Scotch 
pine, also hold up well through the 
holidays. Nor way spruce Is a tree 
that meeds a good supply of water to 
prevent loss of needles before 'Hew 
Year's Day. 

To* examine a tree J for freshness, 1 
shake it vigorously. If the tree is! 
freshi most of the needles should! 
remain in place. .Also, the needles 
should look and feel; fresh and have 
a natural green color. 
" Culver points out that evergreens 
in large lots may be graded. Lower 
grade trees at slightly lower prices 
are less sy metrical,' and one side 
may be flat. If you are selecting 
a tree for a corner or next to the 
wall' you might be able to use one 
in a lower grade.- You can turn 
the flat side to the wall and hide it. 

. Culver also recommends that you 
check the base of the tree before 
buying.' To stay fresh at home, the 
tree should stand in a container of 
water. The base should therefore 
be reasonably straight; otherwise 
the tree may lean.

Seeks to Divide 
13th Into Two 
New Divisions 

Formation of a committee for the 
purpose of seeking reapportionment 
of the 13th Congressional District 
into two Congressional Districts has 
been announced by Lawrence A. 
Kusek, Democratic candidate for 
congressman from the 13th District 
in the 1058 elections. 

In announcing formation of the 
committee, Kusek pointed out that 
the present population of this dis- 
trict is 900,000 people as compared 
to a 420,000 average in the State of 
Illinois when districts are reappor- 
tioned by the coming State Legis- 
lature.
